United States 
treasury 
officials 
are strangely silent over that treas­ 
ury deficit. 
The fiscal year ended 
July I. It was announced the deficit 
was something 
over 
$04,000,000. 
The Democrats made a great 
noise 
about the net balance in the general 
fund amounting to $162,625,716 but, 
according to experts, these figures 
mean nothing. 
This is what they 
call the “working balance/’ and they 
assert that it will carry the govern 
men! through for some time without 
a bond issue probaly througout the 
current fiscal year. 
But, according to men who have 
studied the question, the 
“working 
balance” fails to tell the story; in 
fact, it means nothing more than the 
postponement of the inevitable day, 
for a boud issue 
is sure 
to come 
before the expiration of the fiscal 
year unless 
expenditures 
are re­ 
duced by many millions or the rev­ 
enue increased 
by many 
millions. 
There is no prospect of an increase 
of the revenue without levying ad 
ditional tax 
somewhere, 
arid it is 
the somewhere that bothers the of 
finials. 
They are now' engaged 
in 
trying to find some way to increase 
taxation, or something that lins not 
already 
been 
placed 
on the 
tax 
schedule. 
Under no circumstances 
will they revise the tariff upward, so 
as to increase the revenue from that 
source. 
For some months they did 
talk of restoring the duties on sugar 
but free 
sugar was and 
is a pet 
hobby with the President, and then, 
too, they fear that an attempt to re­ 
mora Hie sugar duty would result 
in throwing 
down 
tile 
liars, and 
many other amendments of sc lied 
ules would be attempted, and there 
by keeps the business world in an 
uproar of uncertainty. 
, 
They would gladly repeal the 5 
per cent refund, especially as the 
courts have decided it must be given 
to foreign vessels, as well 
as 
to 
those of American register, but an 
attempt to do so also would open 
up the agitation of tile whole tariff 
act, giving the Republicans a chance 
for laying a foundation for cam­ 
paign 
oratory. 
Although the De­ 
partment of Justice is fighting hard 
to have the 5 per cent refund clause 
declared unconstitutional, tile 
gen­ 
eral impression in 
Washington 
is 
that the ruling of the Court of Cus­ 
toms Appeals 
will 
be 
sustained. 
This will mean taking out of the 
treasury, it is estimated, 
for ens 
toms duties already collected, more 
than $20,000,000 
which 
will 
bl* 
about 
doubled by the time the Su­ 
preme Court hears and acts on the 
government’s 
appeal. 
Of 
course 
this taking away of so 
large 
an 
amount 
means 
a very heavy 
in 
crease in the already large deficit. 
As to cutting down expenses there 
is no thought of it. 
They would not 
know where to 
begin. 
Every 
de­ 
partment is clamoring 
for 
more 
money and, notwithstanding 
enor­ 
mous apropriations by the last Con­ 
gress, 
ii re not knows that immedi­ 
ately 
upon the assembling of 
the 
new Congress a very large deficien­ 
cy appropriation will be asked. At 
the opening of the Sixty-third Con­ 
gress the House promptly and .jubi­ 
lantly announced that it had taken 
steps to reduce the legislative ex­ 
penses more than $200,090 ( yet the 
figure-^ for the fiscal year just c l o s ­ 
ed show* that the co.-t of the legisla­ 
tive establishment was $1.‘{0,000 in 
excess of the fiscal year of 15)14. 
The same is true of every depart­ 
ment of the government except that 
of state, where Mr. Bryan effected a 
reduction of $311,000. 
The figures for the second fiscal 
year of the Wilson administration 
show a decrease in revenue as com­ 
pared with the first year of $38,- 
680,510, and 
this 
notwithstanding 
the imposition of the emergency or 
war tax. 
The increase 
in 
current 
expenses over the first year amounts 
to $1,908,901, making a total dif­ 
ference in favor of the ti ret year or 
$70,589,411. 
A rather bad showing 
for a party which boasts 
of 
its 
economv.

July 1. It was announced the deficit 
was something 
over 
$04,000,000. 


;The Democrats made a great- noise 
about the net balance in the general 
fund .amounting to $162,625,716 but, 
according to experts, these figures 
mean nothing. 
This is what they 


'call ithe "working balance," and they 
assert that it will carry the govern- 
ment through for some time without 
a bond issue probaly,througout the 
current fiscal year.. 


But, according to men who have 


studied the question, the "working' 
Balance" fails to tell the story; in 
fact, it means nothing more than the 
postponement of the inevitable day, 
for a bond issue is sure to come 
before the expiration of the. fiscal 
year unless expenditures are re- 
duced by many millions or the rev- 
enue increased by many millions. 
There is no prospect of an increase 
of the revenue without levying ad- 
ditional tax somewhere, and it is 
the somewhere that bothers the of- 
ficials. They are now engaged 
in 


trying to find some way to increase 
taxation, or something that has riol 
already been placed on the tax 
schedule. Under no circumstances 
will they revise the tariff upward, so 
as to increase the revenue from thai 
source. For some months they die 
talk of restoring the duties on sugar 
but free sugar was and 
is a pel 


hobby with the President, and then 
too, they fear that an attempt to re- 
store the sugar duty would resull 
in throwing down the bars, anc 
many other amendments of sched- 
ules would he attempted, and there- 
by keeps the business world in an 


'uproar of uncertainly. , 


They would gladly repeal the 5 


per cent refund, especially as the 
courts have decided it must be given 
to foreign vessels, as well as to 
those of American register, but an 
attempt to do so also would open 
up the agitation of the whole, tarifl 
act, giving the Republicans a chance 
for laying a foundation for cam- 
paign oratory. 
Although the De- 


partment of Justice is fighting harfl 
to have the 5 per cent refund clause 
declared unconstitutional, the gen- 
eral impression in Washington is

toms Appeals

This will mean* taking out of the 
treasury, it is estimated, 
for.cus- 


toms duties already collected, more 
than $20,000,000 which will be 
about doubled by the time the Su- 
preme Court hears and acts on the 
government's appeal. 
Of course 


this taking away of so large an 
amount means a very heavy in- 
crease in the already large deficit. 


As to cutting down expenses there 


is no thought of it. They would not 
know where to begin. Every de- 
partment is clamoring 
for 
more 


money aud, notwithstanding enor- 
mous apropriations by the last Con- 
gress, it is not known that immedi- 
ately upon the assembling 
of the 


new Congress a very large deficien- 
cy appropriation will be asked. At 
the opening of the Sixty-third Con- 
;gress the House promptly and jubi- 
lantly announced that it had taken 
steps to reduce the legislative ex- 
penses more 'than $200,000 ( yet the 
figures for the fiscal year just clos- 
ed show that the cost of the legisla- 
tive establishment was $130,000 In 
/excess of the fiscal year of 1914. 
The same is true of every' depart- 
ment of the government except that 
of state, where Mr. Bryan effected a 
reduction of $311,000.

many's estimation the brillanee of 
von Hindenberg's 
success. 
Until 


the Mazurian battle, Germany was 
not sure of herself. Von Hindenberg 
gave confidence to his country and 
demonstrated so absolute a super- 
iority over the Russians that the 
fear of the Slavs vanished as light 
dispels the terrors of the dark. Von 
Hindenberg turned the light on the 
Russians and they are now the chief 
inspiration of the contributors ' to 
Germany's humerous weeklies.

ly developed against the Slavs since 
last August. 


The first- of this is the advance 


across western Poland to the gates 
of Warsaw.. Germany, believes this 
drive alone, coming after the earlier 
retreat-from Warsaw, is a greater 
success judged purely as a military 
problem, than all the victories that 
the Allies can claim. 


Second in importance among the 


successes against the Slavs is the 
freeing of Galicia. This campaign 
is ranked in Germany as an offens- 
ive one differing from the rescue of 
East Prussia, which was a defensive 
thrust. The Galician province, was 
German territory but had passed al- 
most 
entirely under the Russian 


control when the Germans' under- 
took .to rescue it for Austro-Hun- 
gary. The offensive campaign deve- 
loped by 'Marshal von Mackcnsen 
during the last three months is 
specially praised by German critics, 
because the Slavs had so long a 
time to prepare • their 
defences. 


When the Galician operations began 
it was becoming the general con- 
clusion-of militarist • students that a 
properly entrenched, army could not 
be driven back for any considerable 
distance. The Germans, however, 
showed that it could be done. 


The winning of Galicia has bound 


Austro- Hungary closer to the Ger- 
man Empire, and Jias banished all 
hope among the Allies of enticing 
Vienna or Buda Pest into making a 
separate peace. Fully as important, 
too, the Galician campaign has been 
the culminating influence which is 
preventing 
the - neutral 
Balkan 


countries from entering the war. 
The diplomatic work of maintaining 
•the neutrality 
of Roumania, Bul- 


garia, and Greece '"has caused many 
sleepless nights at the German for- 
eign "office in the past months. 
<..Perhaps- when the historian^ begin 
to write about the events of the past 
year, they will rank above every- 
thing 
else in importance, the in- 


fluence which Germany's mighty' vic- 
tories in the east has, had on the 
Balkan states. If the three south- 
eastern neutrals had joined .the Al- 
lie-. earlier in the war, when Rus- 
sia ^ strength was at its full, Ger- 
many doesn't like to think about the 
possible ,eonsequences.

For the apathy displayed by the 


masses in the first ten months of 
the war the British government has 
only itself to blame. The leaders of 
the nation made the mistake of .en- 
trusting 'the entire conduct of the 
war on land to one man—perhaps 
a miltary genius, but with serious 
limitations on the' human side, in- 
cluding an utter inability to under- 
stand the civilain temperament. For 
seven months the war was conduct- 
ed in secret. 
Through the anony- 


mous "Eyewitness" the public was 
fed with an occasional optimistic 
but colorless story from the front, 
the burden of which was that every- 
thing was going splendidly, that the 
Germans were losing heart, that 
they had been compelled to put their 
old men and young boys in the fir- 
ing line—and always conveying the 
impression that ultimate victory was 
'a, foregone conclusion. Not until 
March was a single newspaper cor- 
respondent permitted at the front, 
and even then they were not allowed 
to tell the whole truth.

JofEre must be 'ennmerate'd among 
the great French successes of 
the 


first twelve months of the War. 


This goes as it stands, whatever, 


he may or may not do in the future. 
I say this because JofEre is not with- 
out his critics. There are those 
who say he ought to move faster. 


JofEre already deserves the undy- 


ing gratitude of his country 
if he 


never strikes another blow. He re- 
fused at Oharleroi to sacrifice his 
men for a brilliant but temporary 
success though he must have known 
the country was waiting for him to 
make good; he ordered that soul- 
sickening retreat before a superior 
foe when he kuew that every heart 
in France was weighted down by the 
doubf concerning him and his army; 
he patiently sought and seized the 
opportunity he was looking for, then 
instantly transformed ihe swift Ger- 
man advance on Paris intc a disor- 
derly retreat; 'he stopped short the 
mighty second German offensive in 
the west against the Channel ports 
and pinned his enemy down for a 
long winter trench campaign where 
he held the advantage; he won the 
confidence of his men, individually 
the most intelligent soldiers in the 
world, giving them reason for their 
cheerful courage which never falter- 
ed even on the coldest, wettest mid- 
winter days. 


Lastly, but by no means least, he 


so .handled his resources in material 
{Old-'men that now, at the beginning 
of the second year of the war the 
French army is the finest fighting 
body in the melee. Joflre was the 
one man in France's forty million 
for the job. 


At that, JofEre was an accident! 
That France had the right man 


for the place and at the moment he 
was most needed, was almost pure 
accident, for her system of running 
the army, until a year or so before 
the war broke out, was not calcul- 
ated to develop the man for the job. 


For some reason France had not 


seen fit to nominate a generalissimo, 
a Commander-in-chief of her army, 
until just prior to the war.

was simply a board of generals and 
this board was supreme.
